A MOTION FOR, CRIMINAL 


‘proceedings for contempt of 


_ court for disobedience’ of an interlocutory injunction of 
* the Supreme | Court on September 8, was heard this 
morning before Chief Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, 


against Federico Parlani, 


registered owner, and Pietro 


Dellachha, the captain, of the M. V, Roma. 


Mr. Leo D'Almada, Jr., was for Chi. 
Kim, while Mr. H. G. Sheldon, in- 
structed by. Mr. G: G. N: Tinson,’ of 
Johnson Stokes ‘ and Master, for de- 
fendants, 

After the easing: the motion 
against Parlani was not allowed, but 
that against Dellachha, who admitted 
a technical breach, was ordered to 
pay a quarter of the taxed costs. Par- 
lani was allowed costs. 

Mr. D’Almada | said the question 
whether the injunction should be dis- 
solved might arise, but that could be 
left over until later. 

KEYS WITH CONSUL 

The ‘injunction was obtained last 

Friday, and Mr.’ V. Millington boatd- 


ed the Roma in accordance with the. 


injunction. The injunction. had been 
granted ex parte, but notice that the 
injunction had been granted was giv- 
en. 

On September 8, Mr. Millington 
went to the registered offices with 
the injunction and there met the two 
defendants, He explained the injunc- 
tion but was told that the keys of 
the ship were with the Italian Consul 
and that the Roma being an Italian 
vessel, they would not give up. the 
ship except on the order of the Ita- 
lian Consul notwithstanding any- 


thing in the injunction of the court. 


The affidavit of N. B. Maher, clerk 
of Mr. M. A. Silva, stated that, on 
instructions, he boarded the Roma 
with others. He met the captain and 


{told him of his business, but the cap- 


tain, in an angry tone, told him to get 
off the ship. 

Although first defendant had’ not, 
by his conduct to Millington, disobey- 
ed the injunction in the letter, at 
least he had in the spirit and that was 
sufficient for contempt. 

ITALIAN FLAG 

Mr. Sheldon, giving the facts, said 
that, in this case, a Chinese had en- 
tered into dn agreement with a for- 
eigner to take advantage of his flag, 
in this case the Italian, and held up 
this person to the public as the regis- 
tered owner of the ship. Parlani 
was. an Italian and the registered 
owner. Owing to the imminence of 
hostilities in Europe, the Chinese 
owner wanted to get out of the agree- 
ment and asked that, the ship be re- 
assigned to him. 

The agreement between the parties 
stated that the ship should be subject 
to. all Italian maritime laws.. His 
client had no objection to the trans~ 
fer of the ship, but before doing so, 
he had to obtain the sanction of the 
Italian Corisul. 


He had obligation to the . Consul 


Jand so, before’ re-assigning the ‘ship, 


he had to ‘obtain the necessary per- 
mission. Parlani wanted to have no- 
thing to do with the ship, but in- 
delivering it over, he wanted to have 
no responsibility. 

. The second defendant had admitted 
technical guilt. 

Mr. Sheldon. said that in granting 
the injunction, the court had been 
misled. , 

His Lordship pointed out that the 
case was heard ex parte. He had 
no guidance except the affidavits, and 
could but grant the interlocutory in- ~ 
junction. The normal procedure. was 
forthwith -to impeach it. The in- 
junction was made on September 8 
and nothing had yet been done. 

Mr. Sheldon read parts of affidavits 
which suggested that’ if the injunc- 
tion were not granted, the ship would 
be taken out of the colony: beyond 
the control of the local court. 

This was untrue, said Mr. Sheldon. 
Evidence would show . that there was 
no lubrication ofl on the ship at the 
time to work the winches. 

Another allegation was that defen- 
dants were attempting to negotiate a 
charter without. plaintiff’s knowledge 
or consent, Plaintiff knew that nego- 
tiations had been going on for some 
time. - 

Mr. D’Almada said that if Parlani 
had no desire to have anything to do 
with the ship, he had showed his de- 
sire in a curious way. He could easi- 
ly. have asked the parties. to £0 to 
the Italian Consul for the matter to 
be settled. 

His Lorship said he must be satis- 
fied that defendants had been guilty 
of a deliberate ‘attempt to disobey the 
injunction, and he was unable to find 
this in the case of first ‘defendant, : 

The master ‘had frankly admitted: it, 
‘and it was riow necessary’ to ft the 
appropriate penalty. . . Committal was 
not asked and, ‘in assessing the pen-~ 
alty, he had to take into: consideration 
the conditions existiag in'the harbour 
at the time. :

By JOEL C, MATHEWS 
‘During the year that elapsed be- 
tween the Spring of 1887 and the

‘,‘popular man in the empire. In the 
Franco-Prussian War he had been a 
great herd, worshipped by his soldiers, 
who had affectionately dubbed him 
“Unser (Our) Fritz.” 


e most really great men, Crown 
Prince Frederick was democratic. Yet, 
_in on he was far @ impressive 
than’ even his father, William I. Be- 
tween him and his father there was an 
estrangement, as there was also be~ 
tween him and his son, the present ex- 
Kaiser, now in exile at Doorn. 


A dozen years before the Franco- 
Prussian War, Frederick had married 
Queen Victoria’s eldest daughter, the 
Princess Victoria. 

The Princess had become unpopular 
-with the Germun people. Her eldest 
child, the present ex-Kaiser, early de- 
veloped a bumptiousness which alien- 
ated him from his father, himself 
the most unaffectetl and natural of 
men. Because Frederick had sought 
to keep his conceited son in the back-~ 
ground until he could be cured of his 
vanity the later never forgave these 
paternal efforts to suppress what he 
considered as his God-given cleverness 
and genius. Indeed, young William, 
when only the heir presumptive, ac- 
cused his father of being jealous of his 
’ own. extraordinary talents. 
| This breach between the Crown 
Prince and his son, Prince William, 
widened early in 1867, when it was 
whispered throughout Europe that the 
former was suffering from cancer of 
the throat. As a-matter of fact, fol- 
lowing a severe cold Frederick hed 
developed in his throat a growth which 
was the causs of serious scientific con- 
_ troversy. 

Instead of standing by his father in 
this grave emergency, Prince William 
allowed. it to but whet his insatiable 
ambition.

this great savant. He clipped out a 
portion of Prince Frederick’s throat 
tissue and sent it for analysis to the 
noted Professor Virchow. Virchow 
announced that the tissue contained 
no indication of cancer and this pro- 
nouncement proved a_ great dis- 
appointment to the. partisans of the 
young Prince William. They ‘imme- 
diately accused’ Dr. Mackenzie of 
having fraudulently clipped from an 
unafflicted portion of ‘the Crown 
Prince's throat the tissue which had 
been used for analysis, and Queen 
Victoria replied to his accusation from 
her grandson’s followers by imme- 
diately knighting Dr. Mackenzie.

Dr. Mackenzie, at the request of the 
British royal family, was subjecting 
Frederick to terrible tortures that’ 
he might outlive his aged father, if 
only for a few days. ‘ 


He gathered about him a |. 


strong court faction, which had the |. 


audacity to propose that the afflicted 
Prince Frederick’s claim to the crown 
he set aside because it would be un- 
wholesome to the state of the empire to 
have upon the throne a ruler af- 
flicted with an incurable malady. Al- 
though he realized that his father, the 
old Emperor William, was near unto 
death, Frederick is said to have signed 
a formal pledge that he would abdicate 
his claims to the throne in favour of 
his son, should it be proved that’ his 
‘malady was incurable. ; 

On hearing of this proposed abdica- 
tion Frederick’s English wife, the 
Crown Princess, become highly indig- 
nant, as justly as she might be. Her 
husband might sign away not only: his

“Since this Council last met, 
Great Britain, with her colonies, 
.the British Dominions and India 
have entered into a war with 
Germany in defence of the liber- 
ty of mankind,” said His Excel- 
lency the Governor at the open- 
ing of thts*-afterndtn’s’ “meeting 
of the Legislative Council. : 


This war was not of Britain’s : 


seeking; indeed she had striven 
for many years to, maintain peace 
in the world. But when war 
could only be avoided by the sur- 
render of every honourable prin- 
ciple, she and her- ally France 
took up the challenge of the men 
who sought to dominate Europe by 
violence and force. 

“We shall maintain the fight in 
the cause of freedom and of truth 
until victory crowns our arms,” 
he went on. When. would that 
time come? His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment had stated that the Ca- 
binet’s policy was based on the 
assumption that the war will last 
for three years. 

But he could assure ‘them on 
the. very best authority that the 
British Government did not think 
that Germany could carry on: for 
that length of time. 

At the. same 
- will fight and will keep on fight- 


ing with all their growing forces | 


until victory is obtained. 

As far as Hong Kong is con- 
cerned, the war has not taken. us 
by surprise. Many measures 
have been taken during the last 
two years, of which he would 
‘mention only two. 

In November last, legislation 
‘was passed for ‘compulsory re- 
gistration. The Chinese commun- 
ity then demanded an opportun- 
ity to show its willingness to as- 
sist in the defence of the Colony. 
A very. large number voluntarily 
registered and ample use. is, now 
being made of that. 

Last April, the Legislative Coun- 
cil passed the Compulsory Ser- 
vice Ordinance, organizing the 
man-power of the Colony for its 
- defence. ; 

There are to his knowledge, the 


Governor continued, many men- 


in the Colony who are eager to 
go home and fight for their coun- 
try, and who are now chafing un- 
der the restraint, But they are 
needed for the defence of the 
Colony, and until the British Gov~ 
‘érnment gives’ word their present 

positions must continue -to ‘be 
filled. 

“They also Serve who only stand 
and wait.”
